such action advisable. 

Mr. Coolidge was represented as 
being of the dpinion that the 
House should take steps immedi- 
ately to carry out a reapportion- 
for under the 
Conatitution, but made clear it was 
a duty imposed solely upon the 
House iteelf, and that he had no 
@&thority in the matter. 

As ranking member of the com- 
mittee Mr. McLeod said he intend- 
ed to sponsor a move to carry out 
@ reapportioninent without 
ing the present House members 
of 435. Under the 1920 census 
this would require nine States to 
surrender one seat each and an- 
other State, Missouri, two seats. 
The nine States would be Indiana, 
Iowa, Kansas, Kentucky, Mississip- 
pi, Nebraska, Pennsylvan Ver- 
mont and Louisiana. 

Such a reapportionment, he es- 
timated, would increase the repre- 
sentation from California by three, 
from Michigan, Ohlo and Texas, 
two each, and from Massachusetts 
and New Jersey, one each, 

Mr. McLeod streased among the 
reasons for an immediate reappor- 
tionment the importance the 
House membership distribution 
played in determining the vote of 
each State in the Presidential Hlec- 
toral College.

Doubts His People Ever Will 
Accept Sovietism 


{BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS) 

TOKIO, Dec. 11.—-Bremier Ka- 
to today discussed with the Asso- 
clated Press the subjects of disarm- 
ament, sovietism, America and 
China and declared Japan. gladly 
will participate in any legitimate 
disarmament conference, but he 
believed the time was not ripe 
for such a conference to preve suc- 
cessful. 

The Premier did not believe that 
Russia would enter such a confer- 


tence and he also said he feaved 


that certain European countries 
were not yet ready. 

The Japanese government head 
wanted the United 


States to participate In any such 


-} conference called. 


So far as any future Japanese- 


_| American war was concerned, Pre- 


mier Kato declared it to be an 
absurdity and physically impracti- 
cable. He sure Japan never 
will resort to war over the ques- 
tion of immigretion and, anyway, 
he hoped America some day would 
amend the immigration law In so 
far as it pertains to Japanese, thus 
removing the only sore spot. 


WITHHOLD TROOPS 


The Premier declared that the 
present policy of noninterference 
in Manchuria would be continued 
and that no more Japanese troops 
will be sent thither unless absolute- 
ly necessary. He said that at pres- 
ent there are about 5000 Japanese 
troops and railway guards in Man- 
churia, the forces Delng below nor- 
owing to the conscripts’ 
terms ending. He added that re- 
placements will bring the forces 
to approximately 7000 which, at 
present, is considered sufficient, 

The conditions in China and 
Manchuria are puzzling, the Pre- 
mier said. It ig not known today 
what will happen tomorrow, and 
Japan's future licy will be gov- 
erned by conditions. 

As to whether the defeat of 
Marshal Chang Tso-Lin, the Man- 
churian war lord, would mean 
of Bolshev influ- 
ence “4 Manchuria, remier 
Kato fer such a contingency is 
tuncertain and Japan will cross that 
bridge when reached. He insist- 
ed that Japan's only interest in 
Manchuria ig the protection of the 
lives of Japanese nationals and 
their property. 

Regarding ‘his increasing soviet 
influence throughout China, thd 
Premier said the evidence pointed 
both ways and that conditions at 


present are uncertain. He said 
| the Chinese general, Little Hsu, re- 
cently told m that the Chinese 


never will become Bolshevik be- 
cause there are so many beggars 
and indolent ersons who are 
afraid they will be made to work 
under a soviet regime. The Pre- 
mier added, however, that this ap- 
parently is an Unconvincing argu- 
ment. 


NOT FOR SOVIETISM 

So far as Japan is concerned, 
the Premier said he didnot be- 
HMeve that the people ever will 
adopt the principles of sovietism, 
although he admitted that many 
Japanese are friendly toward the 
soviets. He said it had been re- 
ported that soviet money had been 
sent into Japan for propaganda 
purposes but that no evidence of 
this had been discovered. 

He admitted that Marshal Chang 
Tso-Lin heretofore had been viewed 
as a barrier in Manchuria between 
Ruesia and Japan but it waa by 
no means certain that a new gov- 
ernment in Mnchuria will not also 
be antisoviet. Anyway, he re- 
iterated, the situation is extremely 
uncertain and time only will bring 
a solution.

As was the case last year, no one group ts more active than the branch 
bankers of California, who strongly oppose certain features in the

McFadden Bill 
Passage Urged 
by Comptroller 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—Na- 
tional banks throughout the coun- 
try are feeling mere and more 
the restrictions laid around them 
by Federal statutes and greater 
freedom for them was described as 
imperative in the annual report of 
J. W. McIntosh, Comptroller of 


the Currency, made public today. 
The comptroller cited detailed sta- 
tistics to show an Increasing exodus 
from the national banking syatem 
e@d he predicted it would continue 
until the national banking laws 
are amended. 

To accomplish the needed reliet, 
Mr. McIntosh strongly urged en- 
actment of the MoFadden bill, a 
measure which was passed by the 
House last Congress but which 
never was reached by the Senate. 

Mr. McIntosh said that although

companies. He mentioned that

PROSPERITY DURING YEAR 


Advisory Board Hears Reports of 
Great Gains Made on Coast in 


of Industry

Prosperity breaking all previous records in this section has 
been the reward in virtually every line of industrial activity in 
the Southwest during the present year, it was brought out at 
the sixth regular meeting of the Pacific Coast Regional Ad- 
visor Board of the American Railway Association, conducted 


“The meeting, which was con- 
ducted under the chairmanship of 
Charlies E. Virden of San Fran- 
cisco, was attended by about 600 


shippers, producers, manufactur- 
ers, transportation men and oth- 
ers, representing California, Ari- 
zona, Nevada and New Mexico, 
which States ccnstitute the district 
under the jurisdiction of the Pa- 
cife Coast Regional Advisory 
Board. Its purpose was to submit 
reports from various commodity 
committees in this region for the 
guidance of the American Railway 
Association in allocating cars for 
the shipment of products here dur- 
ing the next six months. 


According to a summary of con- 
ditions furnished by G. A. Leith- 
ner of San Francisco, manager of 
the board, the shipment of com- 
modities of all kinds out of this 
region during the first eleven 
months of 1925 exceeded on an av- 
erage all previous records by any- 
where from 10 to 15 per cent. 
further was péinted out that the 
condition of prosperity indicated 
by this record will continue, the 
estimates of cars needed here dur- 
ing the next three months’ period 
being in virtually every instance 
higher than those of any previous 
season. 

Leithner’s report stated that 
1,762,260 carloads of commodi- 
ties of all kinds had been shipped 


vember 30, which he said was an 
increase of 210,148 cars over the 
number used during the same pe- 
riod last year. He added that of 
this vast amount of shipping at 
least 90 per cent had originated 
in California, suggesting that Cali- 
fornia’s share of cars would make 
a train 12,000 miles icng or nearly 
half-way around the earth. 

Forty committees, representing 
as many different commodities of 
lines of industry, made reports. 
They included all the various lines 
of agriculture and fruit growing, 
mining, manufacturing, building, 
banking and the jobbing trade. 
Without exception, the committees 
reported an increase in business 
this year over previous years, and 
also, without exception, they pre- 
dicted a continuation of prosperity 
for their various lines. 

According to the report of the 
State Chamber of Commerce of 
California, bank clearings during
